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FOREWORD 


HE  Department  of  Architecture  presents  for  your  consideration 
this  record  of  the  work  of  the  school  year.  In  all  divisions 
there  has  been  growth  and  development  as  will  be  seen  by 
comparison  with  the  work  of  past  years.  The  students  have 
responded  with  enthusiasm  to  the  suggestions  of  the  faculty  and  the 
faculty  have  given  generously   of  their  time  and   talents. 

The  curriculum  in  Architecture  seems  to  be  well  balanced  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  keep  it  equal  to  any  in  the  country.  By  the 
combination  of  design,  freehand,  construction,  the  sciences  and  cultural 
subjects,  it  is  felt  that  the  student  has  a  background  to  fit  him  for  leader- 
ship as  the  work  is  not  planned  to  make  draftsmen  of  the  graduates. 
Architecture  is  a  cultural  and  liberal  education  and  the  students  with  the 
training  given  them  should  assume  their  share  of  responsibilities. 

The  curriculum  in  Architectural  Engineering  has  passed  the  experi- 
mental stage  and  the  graduates  are  in  demand  by  those  who  are  engaged 
in  architecture,  structural  engineering  and  construction.  Around  the 
mathematical  background  is  built  the  ajsethetic,  constructional  and  cul- 
tural phases  which  equip  a  graduate  to  take  his  place  and  share  the 
responsibilities  of  his  generation. 

The  faculty  are  men  of  experience,  judgment  and  ability.  The 
students  are  fortunate  to  have  such  men  as  leaders  as  the  advice  and 
suggestions  of  such  men  are  stimulating.  Because  of  heavy  teaching 
schedules,  there  is  little  time  to  mix  socially  with  the  students  but  the 
office  doors  are  always  open  and  the  student  desiring  counsel  or  advice 
is  always  welcome. 

With  the  splendid  collections  of  books  in  the  Rickcr  Library  of 
Architecture,  all  of  which  are  available  to  the  student,  there  is  no  other 
institution  which  oiTers  such  an  opportunity  for  study  and  research. 
Many  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  library  and  no  where 
in  the  country  are  such  facilities  offered  the  students  in  architecture. 

The  close  of  this  academic  year  sees  more  accomplished,  higher 
standards  of  instruction  maintained,  greater  response  from  the  students 
and  closer  co-operation  between  faculty  and  students  than  ever  before. 
This  is  a  record  of  which  we  are  proud.

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There  is  left  noic  hut  the  memory  of  a  great  man.  for  on 
March  19.  1924,  Nathan  Clifford  Richer  passed  to  his  great 
reward.  To  those  who  are  left  behind,  stunned  by  this  loss, 
there  remains  the  responsibility  of  carrying  on  the  great  work 
which  he  started  at  the  University  of  Illinois  more  than  fifty 
years  ago. 

Born  of  that  New  England  stock  which  founded  this  great 
republic  and  gave  the  nation  those  fine  principles  and  high 
ideals  upon  which  this  government  was  built,  this  man  worked 
hard  over  his  books  at  night,  after  a  long  day's  work  in  the 
shop  or  mill,  to  secure  his  education.  He  early  realized  the 
necessity  of  a  college  education  and  made  his  plans  accordingly. 

This  IS  the  early  life  of  the  man  who  made  this  depart- 
ment and  who  helped  to  make  this  University  and  who  for 
more  than  half  a  century  made  his  influence  felt  in  the  com- 
munity, in  the  state  and  in  the  nation. 

Remembering  the  scarcity  of  books  for  study  when  he  was 
a  young  man.  his  passion  was  to  leave  material  which  would 
be  of  use  to  the  youth  of  the  nation  and  he  continued  his 
work  along  this  line  up  to  the  last  moments  of  his  life. 

Instructor,  head  of  the  department,  dean  of  the  College, 
author,  architect,  and  investigator — the  students  have  lost  a 
friend  who  always  challenged  their  cause,  the  department  has 
lost  a  wise  counsellor,  an  inspiring  leader  and  the  University 
has  lost  a  friend  who,  with  others,  laid  the  foundation  which 
has  made  possible  this  great  institution,

The  Chinese  Fete 

The  Seventh  Annual  Architectural  Fete  turned  the  hands  of  time  back 
to  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century  and  transformed  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Engineering  Hall  to  a  scene  typical  of  a  Chinese  village  of  that  period.  The 
Ricker  Library  was  converted  into  a  temple  containing  a  figure  of  the  Goddess 
of  Spring,  while  the  corridors  were  made  into  banner-hung,  flower-decked 
streets  of  the  Ming  Dynasty. 

The  Fete  was  ushered  in  with  a  tribute  to  the  Goddess  who  looks  placidly 
down  upon  the  vari-colored  throng  of  mandarins,  princesses,  priests,  geisha  girls 
and  coolies  who  were  celebrating  the  arrival  of  spring.  To  this  whirl  of  bril- 
liant color  and  fantastic  decorations  the  jazz  music  of  the  New  World  lent  a 
unique  touch  of  reality,  which  but  emphasized  the  atmosphere  of  medievalism 
during  the  intermissions. 
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The  Ricker  Library  of  Architecture 


The  Ricker  Library,  the  most  valuable  asset  of  the  Archi- 
tectural Department,  was  started  by  Dr.  Ricker  in  1873,  and 
it  is  entirely  due  to  his  constant  care  and  interest  that  it  has 
grown  to  its  present  rank  as  one  of  the  largest  and  most  valu- 
able architectural  libraries  in  the  country. 

The  library  now  occupies  the  entire  north  wing  of  the 
fourth  floor  of  Engineering  Hall.  Besides  its  many  volumes 
of  books  and  folios  on  architecture  and  the  allied  arts,  it  has 
large  and  constantly  increasing  collections  of  lantern  slides  and 
mounted  photographs.  All  of  the  leading  American,  and 
many  of  the  foreign  architectural  periodicals  are  on  its  shelves. 

The  Ricker  Library  is  justly  proud  of  its  early  editions  of 
the  architectural  classics.  Among  these  might  be  mentioned  a 
"Vitruvius"  of  1497.  in  an  interesting  binding  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  Among  other  editions  and  translations  of 
Vitruvius  in  the  library  are  those  of  Cesar  Cessariano.  pub- 
lished in  Como  in  1521.  and  that  of  Newton.  1791.  the  earliest 
complete  English  translation.  The  many  volumes  of  Piranesi's 
wonderful  plates  are  also  among  its  treasured  possessions. 

Dr.  Ricker's  interest  continued  to  the  last,  as  his  many 
translations  from  French  and  German  architectural  works  on 
our  shelves,  prove.  These  volumes,  (in  manuscript  form) 
which  he  has  presented  to  the  library,  are  of  estimable  value 
to  both  faculty  and  student.
